"I am qulto familiar with largo audi-

"I am not here to-night," ho resumed, "to

lated amount of money. In Columbus, for 
example, between 845,000 and 850,000 were 
realized from the tax last year, and none of 
the amount has been paid this year.

He studied law «.nd on being admitted to 
the bar in 1833 ivmoved to Fort Wayne, 
Ind. He became cashier of tlm branch of 
the Bank of the State of Indiana in 1S35 
and remained in that poHitir.n until 1S57, 
when he was chosen President of the State 
Bank. He continued to hold that position 
until 1803.

Lincoln made him Comptroller of the Cur- 
renev, which bureau hr.organized.
